The Kepabtican Convention. 

The republican convention which as- 
sembles in Atlanta to-morrow will really 
be the most significant conference that 
has taken place among the leaders of that 
party ‘since the reconstruction dynasty 
tumbled to the ground ten years ago. 
Since that time republicanism in Georgia 
has been to all intents and purposes 
dead; not demoralized merely, but dead. 
Representing, as it did, an attack not only 
upon the rights of the property-owners, 
but upon the gogia] organism of the state, 
the wonder is that it survived even dur- 
ing the unctuously brief carpet-bag era; 
but the end came, and it was the end of 
republicanism in Georgla. None regog- 
nized this fact more thoroughly than the 
‘Jeaders of the party themselves, and since 
that period these leaders have addressed 
themselves humbly but effectually to the 
duty of filling sych small offices as the 
gratitude of a thoughtful administration 
might bestow upon them, while the re- 
publican votera--the colored men— 
have either abstained from politics alto- 
gether, or have amused themselves, in 
local contests, by voting the demo- 
cratic ticket. In this way 
the color-line hag been obliterated in 
Georgia politics,and the most desperate 
attempts of the white republicans to 
reyive the old issues would utterly fail. 
The white rapyblicans know this, and 
they do not propose to make the at- 
tempt, 

But they do propose toa make an at- 
tempt at reorganization. They perceive, 
as was very lucidiy stated by Col. Aker- 
man to a correspondent of the New York 
Times the other day, that the republicans 
of Georgia cannot hope to be an intluen- 
tial element in the national party, or 
expect to retain the respect of the repub- 
licans of the north, if they propose to 
make their voices heard only in prosi- 
dential contests. They propose to reor- 
ganize, and, if the views of such men as 
Colonel Akerman are carried out, they 
willopposethe democrats with candidates 
in every district and for nearly every 
office inthe state, not so much in the 
hopes of electing their men as of reviving 
their organization, and of making an im- 
pression upon republican opinion at the 
north, 

There isnodoubt that the success of 
independentism in two congressional dis- 
tricts and the occasional complaints that 
are'to be heard in others, have: impress- 
ed the republican leaders with the idea 
that there is a certain element in the 
Georgia democracy a nbitious enough to 
make a deftly-drawn platform of new is- 
sues in matters of state concern the ex- 
cuse for cutting loose from the demo- 
cratic organization. This was hinted at 
by Akerman in his talk with the Times 
representative, and it was ciearly out- 
lined by John EK. Bryant in an interview 
with areporter of Tur ConstiITUTION some 
time ago. In other words, the republi- 
can leaders in Georgia have been so im- 
pressed by the success of the disorganiz- 
ing methods of independentism as mani- 
fested in some sections of the state that 
they are not. only ready- to support the 
independent candidate out and out if 
they can do no better, but they are en- 
couraged to ignore’the more antagonistic 
principles of their own party and for- 
mulate a platform of state issues of suf- 
ficient importance to attract the 
support of those‘ who’ are supposed’ to 
haye grown tired of the democratic par- 
ty. To put it bluntly, they hope to di- 
vide the:democracy in the state by fos- 
tering the ambition of a certain class of 
office-seekers, and~ by utilizing the dis- 
satisfaction which their ambitions engen- 
der. Whether the republicans will suc- 
ceed or not is another question; but their 
suceess would be no more surprising than 
the fact that there are to be found men 
to-day who claim that democratic princi- 
ples are best established and maintained 
by party disorganization. 


It is doubtful whether the convention 
to-morrow will be altogether free from 
certain elements of turbulence. With 
the increasing intelligence of the colored 
citizen has come the knowledge that 
without the vote of his race, there is no 
republican party in Georgia. He per- 
ceives, moreover, that while nine-tenths 
of the party is made up of colored voters, 
nine-tenths of the offices ere filled with 
white republicans,.and he at once 
concludes that there isa .sctew loose 
somewhere in the machinery. But when 
he comes to examine the machinery 
he finds everything in its place, and he 
is told that. im all. well-regulated mills 
there must be something in the hopper 
in orderthat the grinding may gd on. 
This very unsatisfactory explanation in 
its various forms has not impressed the 
colored men, and they have been for 
several months engaged in an effort to 
take the leadership of the party out of 
the hands of the white republican office- 
holders. This effort will culminate dur- 
ing the deliberations of the convention 
to-morrow, and if it amounts to as much 
as we have been Ied to suppose, those 
who have heretofore dictated matters 
will find ita very difficult undertaking 
to retain their influence. This policy
